For the firft, innumerable have been the fchemes prefented 


and, fetondly, What would be, the 


- tg, the Public by -real and pretended patriots, that is, -by thofe 


who have more honelty than fenfe, and thofe whahave more 
feafe than honefty. Some have been for thortening she dusa- 
tion of Parliaments to three, and fome ae Some 
have recommended voting by ballot, as‘ the effectual me- 
thod to pat an end to bribery; others have difapproved ir as 
inconfiftent with that open avowal which ought.to: accompany 
every act of a Britith freeman : fome have propofed to annihi- 
late all the fall and corrupt boroughs, and. to add. the fame 
number of reprefentatives which they now fends:to the feveral - 
counties ¢ fome to add to the coanties, and not to disfranchife 
the boroughs ; others to abolifh the boroughs, without any-ad- 
dition to the counties: fome to erilarge, and forme to diminith 
the qualifications of the eleétors ; and others to require no qua- 
ification at all, but 10 allow every man a vote, who is not dif- 
qualified by nature, for want of reafon, or by daw, for the 
commifhon of fome crime: Bat as very few have agreed in a- 
ny one of thefe propofitions, and no one has been able to form 
any fatisfactory plan out of them all, I thall pot here enter in- 
to any difcufhon of their merits, or make! anyscomparifon be- 
tween them ; but fhall only fay, that of all thefe plans, that of 
giving a right of voting anivelhillg, together: with annual elec- 


tions, appears to be the moft dniform, confiftent, and effecta- 


al: It has, indeed, one capital defeé&t, which is, that it is abfo- 
lutely and utterly impracticable. Bat I do not mention this as 
an objection; fo far from it, that I think it is its chief excel+ 
lence, and is what induces me to prefer it to all the reft. 

To be convinced of the impraéticability of this fcheme, let 
us but figure to ourfelves multitudes of all defcriprions and de- 
nominations called out to exercife their right. of voving,” infla- 
med by conteft and intoxicated by liquor ; labourers’asd ma- 
nufa&urers of every kind, above and under ground ; weavers 
from their looms, and miners from tinneries, and coal-pits ; 
failyrs from their fhips, and foldiers from their quarters; 
—to whom we mult add, thoufands of chiewes;. Saugglers; 
rogues, vagabonds, and vagrants: I fay, ler ug figure to our- 
felves all thefe refpe€&table eleftors let loofe “in one day 
throughout evéry part of the kingdomy and fach a fcene of 
confulion, of drankennefs' and riot, of rapine, ‘marder, and 
conflagration, will prefent ittelf, as muft fhock us with horror, 
even in imagination. , 4 % 

Nor would it be pofhible to carry on, or ever to conlyde e- 
JeAions in which ‘the woters are fo innumerable, and confe- 
quently fo. unknown. They mutt be polled in one of rhefe 
two ways; they mult either-be admitted only to vote in the 
parifhes to which they belong, or permitted to be polled in 
whatever place they happened, or chofe to be at the time of 
the eleétion. Should the firlt of thefe merhods be adopted, the 
acceptance or rejection of every vore might Beattended with 
the trial of a. fettlement, and counfel learned in the law be 
heard on both fides: If the. latter, crowds fo numerotis, and 
fo unknown to the candidates, and all whom they could em- 
ploy to poll them, would prefs:iato every place, where money 
and liquor flowed in the greateft abundance ; that the chief 
part of them might vote in ten diffzrent places, or ten'times in 
the fame place undifcovered ; and if thefe eleftions were annu 
al, one could not be finifhed before the other began. 

Another reafon, which perfuades me that this tcheme is im- 
practicable, is, that I cannot furefee any clafs of men’ whofe 
interelt or inclination would noz induce them to oppofe it: ‘The 
landed gentleman would not much approve, that every pauper, 
pyplys vagrant, and, leaft ofall, every poacher, fhould enjoy 
as great.a fhare in the legiflature as himlelf; ‘the city of Lon- 
don will never confent that every drayman, hackney-coachman, 
and chimrey-fweeper, fhould be velted with as good a vote as 
the Lord Mayor aod Aildermen; nor the-Jivery be defirous of 
admitting fo numerous an addition to theirirefpectable fraterni- 
ty: The corporations throughout the kingdom will never fub- 
mit to have their confequence annihilated by a participation of 
their privileges with fo innumerable a multitude; nor do | 
thiak that very muhitude, or the peopleat large, would be ex- 
tremely zealous to fapport it. Ar firtt, indeea, when they are 
told that they fhall all be legiflators, obliged to obey no liws 
but of their own making, nor pay any taxes but of their own 
impofing, and that every one.of them ‘thall have as good a vote 
for a parliament-man as the Squire or the parfon, and recollect 
that this vore has ever: gen as good as ready moncys they 
will, perhaps, be a little elated: and delighted with their new 
acquifition ; bat when they are better informed, and under- 
ftund that the intent of this {cheme is to prerent all bribery and 
corruption, and will preclude them from receiving one woe 
or one dram of gin for their votes, they will reject this ulelefs 
donation with contempt; and there will tet be a tinker: who 
will not choofe rather to mend a kettle for fixpence, than the 
conttitution for nothing, nor a Jabourer, who will not make fag- 
gots rather than laws, nor a pick-pocket, who will not prefer 
the exercife of his profeffion at an eleétion to giving his vore. 

But was this {cheme of univerfal reprefentation, or any other 
of the propofed plans of reformation practicable, and purfued, 
certain I am that they would: not in the leaft contribute to the 
great end, which is the formation of an independent Parlia- 
ment, becaufe reafon does not perfuade me, thar eleftors the 
moft ignorant and profligate, the moft necefhrous and venal,

fuch a Parliament no pablic bufinefs whatever could be tranf- | 
acted, nor any government fubfiift But it will be faid, this is 

} not what is wifhed tor, but‘oné in which the members fhall be 
always ready to fupport the meafures of Minifters when right, ; 
and to refit them, when wrong, unawed and uninflyeficed, and 
‘guided only by the difates of their own judgivent aad con- 
‘Acience. This, indeed, is what every wife man would defire, 

but no wife man will expect'to fee, as no fuch affembly, if na- 
merous, ever exi(ted in this or in any country, from the begin- 

ning of the world to the préfent hour, nor ever can, unlefs 
mankihd were mehed down, atd run ina new mogid. As. 

they are now formed, im every nometous affembly there mutt 

be fome who have judgment, and othera*who have confcience, ag 
and fome who have neither: ‘Take away felf-intereft, and all 

thefe will have no {tar to tteer by, but muft fail without a com- 

pafs, juft as the pales of favour or refentment, of popular ab- 
furdity, or their own fhall dire@& them: A minifter, therefore, , 
mutt be poffefled of fome attractive influence to enable him to 
draw «together thefe difeordant particles, and unite them in a 
firm and folid majority, without which he can purfue no mea- 
fures of public utility with fteadinefs or fuccefs. An indepen- ~ 
dent Houfe of Commons is no part of the Englifh con{titation, 
the |! excellence of which confifls in being compofed of three’ 
powers, mutually dependent on each other: Of thefe, if any 
one was to become indcpendent of the other two, it muft en- 
grofs the whole power to itfelf, and the form of our govern- 
ment would be immediately changed. ‘This an independent 
| Houfe of Commons attually performed in the laft rs 
murdered the King, annihilated the Peers, and eftablithed the 
worlt kind of democracy thar'ever exilted ; and the fame con- 
fafion'woald infailibly be repeated, fhould we ever be-fo unfor- 
tunate as to fee another. 

A numerous affembly uninfluenced is as much a creature of 
the imtagination as‘a griffin or a dragon ; the one created by the 
poets, the other by ignorant or defigning politicians. Parlia- 
meats have ever been influenced, and by that means our con-, 
ftirntion has fo long fabfitted ; bat the end and nature of that 
influence. is perpetually mifreprefented’ and  mifunderftood. 
They are feldom,: very feldom, bribed to injure their country, 
becaufe it is {ldom the intereft of Miuifters to injure it; but 
the great fource of corruption is, that they will not ferve it fur 
vothing. Men get into Parliament in purfuit of power, ho- 
nours, and-preferments, and, until they obtain them, deter- 
miae to obftructall bufinefs, and to diftrefs Government ; burt, 
happily for their country, they are no fooner gratified than they 
are equally zealous to promote the one and fupport the other. 

Upon the whole: Under the fame mode of eletions, and 
under Parliaments not lefs influenced than the prefent, this aa- 
tion has not only fubfilted for many years, but atrived at the 
fummit of wealth, honuur, power, and dominion, and might 
ftill have preferved them, if the means of that influence had 
been fufficient to fatisfy the demands of ambition, and the hun- 
ger of faction. But even now, if we farvey the condition’ of 
every country on the globe, and compare it with our own, we 
thall find abundant reafon to be contented. There are in it 
fome evils, and much good, which is the utmoft which et 
homan inititation will admit of. We have, indeed, too muc 
oratory, too much liberty, too much debt, and too many tax- 
es ; but then we have plenty, and may have peace, if we pleafe. 
We have fecurity to our perfons and properties, and excellent 
laws, juftly, though not very cheaply adminiftered. We have 
a Parhament not worfe, and a King a great deal better, thaa 
we deferve : And therefore I thall conclude with the words of 
Shake fpeare, 

** 'Tis better, fire, to bear the ills we know, 

«« Than-fly to others whith we know not.of.”

tle, 2s he did not merely aim at a regulation in any one de- 
partment; he only withed that in every branch of the revenue 
there might be fufficient powers and regulations to overturn the 
endeavours of thofe who wished to live upon the ruin of the, 
public revenue. The great features of the bill he would brief- 
ly ftate, and the fubjects it was intended more tmmediately to 
attach, leaving the confideration of the minor objects unui, the 
bill thould be ina more mature flage. His firit object was to 
extend the hovering laws to the four feas; the fecond, to pre- 
vent thips from carrying arms, without licenfe of thé Admiral - 
ty; the third, that imuggling veflels, when once captured, as 
they were folely adapted for that purpofe, fhould never be re- 
turned ; the fourth, that flips ofa certain defcriptien, upon'the :
